Applicant's amendment dated July 22, 2004, has been fully considered. 

1) Applicant has argued Zornes discloses 4 cycles engine. The Examiner 
disagrees. Zornes simply discloses that his invention is directed to Stirling engine cycle 
which can be either two cycle or four cycles depending on the designs of the 
manufacturers. 

2) Applicant has argued Zornes does not disclose an outer piston and an inner 
pistons. The Examiner is so amazed about this argument. All cited figures, especially 
figure 131 clearly shows an inner piston sliding insider outer pistons. Also, please note 
the claims in Zornes clearly reciting outer pistons, inner pistons.. .etc... 

For the reasons set forth above, this Office Action has been made final. Claims 
4-17 are allowed. 

The specification is objected to because there is no brief description of the 
drawing section. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 1-3, 18-20, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. 5456076 (Zornes). 

Zornes discloses a Stirling engine comprising a pair of outer cylinders having a 
pair of inner cylinders acting as outer pistons, said inner cylinders defining a pair of 
chambers for a pair of dual pistons sliding inside acting as inner pistons as claimed. 
Please note figures 8, 13, 16, for relative movement of said cylinders/pistons. Said 
Stirling engine comprising regenerators, coolers for controlling the movements of the 
pistons. Regarding claims 2-3, please referring to figures 5-6 which shows that the 
outer cylinder having partitions in between to define two identical chambers, the seals in 
the piston rods around that area can be considered as the sliding seals as claimed. 

Claims 4-17 are allowed.
